THE MEXICAN PENSION BILL AD- 
VERSELY ACTED UPON. 


The Bankruptcy Bill Retused a Hearthe- Mr. Ran- 
Gail's Return to Washington—Attackinag the 
Part of the United Statesin the Congo 
Conference—Other Matters, Etc.

Wasnixeton, January 5.—[Special.]---The 
bankruptcy bill developed more strength to- 
day than was anticipated by its opponents, 
though it is probable that many members who 
voted toconsider it would have voted against 
jis passage.

THE CONGO QUESTION AGAIN. 

Mr. Belmont, of New York, offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was referred to the 
committee on foreign affairs: 

Resolved, That the president be requested 
to inform the house in respect to 
all negotiations or arrangements (if 
in his opinion, such information will not be 
incompatible with the public-mterest), between 
this gzovernmentand any other government or 
governments, which led upto the Congo confer- 
ence at Berlin, and the motives or purposes with 
which this government consented to participate 
therein, ard also that the president cause to be 
transmitted to the house a copy of all cortespond- 
ence between this government and the other gov- 
erpments relating to the Congo conference, to- 
gether with the names of those who have been au- 
thorized by this government to act as its delegates 
or plenipotentiaries thereat; the text Of the cre- 
dential or powers given to such representatives of 
the United States, and a copy of all dispatches, re- 
ports or other communications received by this 
government from its representatives at the con- 
ierence, and that the president, if he shall inform 
this house of the precise objects and purposes wita 
which this government was represented in the 
conference, will also inform the house 
which, ifany, of these objects or purposes has 
been accomplished, and also whether ornot any 
opinions or purposes of this government or its 
delegates or ple nipotentiaries, as set forth in such 
conference, was resisted in the conference by any 
of the governments represented there, and if so 
by which government, orwhat pojuts, for what 
reasons and with what results.” 

Mr. King, of Louisiana, introduced a_ bill 
appropriating $7,000,000 for the improvement 
of the Mississippi river in accordance wich the 
plans and estimates of the Mississippi river 
commission. Referred. Adjourned. . 


IN THE SENATE. 


Calling for Copies of the Treaties—Wilson’s 
Appointment in Savannah. 

Wasnineton, January 5.—The chg@ir laid 
before the senate the credentials of 
Hon. Justin 8. Morrill, re-elected to the sen- 
ate from- Vermont for six years, commencing 
the 4th of March, 1885. 

Among the petitions presented was one by 
Mr. Sherman, from the. society of Friends, 
praying that provision may be made in the 
pending Spanish treaty for the settlement by 
arbitration of any differences that may arise 
between Spain and the United States. It 
wes referred tothe committee on toreign rela- 
tions.

Mr. Miller, of California, offered a resolu- 
tion, whieh was agreed to, calling on the sec- 
retary of state for copies of all treaties, except 
portal treaties, e ntered into by the United 
States, the ratification whereof has been ex- 
chanfied, with such notes as may be in his 
possession indicating such treaties, or parts of 
treaties, as have been changed or abrogated.

A LOCAL WAR 


WHICH INVOLVES THE FATE OF A 
STATE TICK BT. 


A West Virginia Townina State of War Over a Con- 
stitutional Point—A So-Called N ovember Elsc- 
tion Assrted to Undo the Work of Oc- 
tober- Guarding the Courthouse, 


Moorerigip, W. Va., January 5.—The city 
is greatly excited over an attempt to get 'p08- 
session of the offiee and the records of the 
county clerk. Women and children are hid 
in darkened rooms, and the streets are full of 
excited angry men. Fights are numerous. 
The question is a curious one, and involves 
the seating of the democratic state ticket 
elected at the October election. Atthat elec- 
tion a constitutional amendment was adopted, 
changing the time for holding the state elec- 
tion from the second Tuesday of October to the 
first Tuesday of November. A number of 
people, believing the election held for state 
officers to be void, prepared a ticket for state 


Officers, which was voted on November 4th. 


receiving about 2,000 votes in the state. On 


one of these tickets William Lock, who had 
been for years clerk of this county, had his 
hame printed, and he received at the Novem- 
ber election a number of votes, as no other 
candidate was voted for. He declared himself 
legally elected and announced that he would 
retain possession of the office. His term ex- 
pired yesterday and William Wilson, 
who was elected at the October election, ap- 
peared to claim the office. Trouble had been 
anticipated and crowds of friends of each trom 


oll parts of the county were on hand. When 
Wilson appeared atthe door of the county 
clerk’s office with his‘bondsmen he was or- 
dered eff by Lock: A fight ensued, in which 
the office furniture was wrecked, 
a dozen were knocked down, and the Wilson 
party were finally driven from the building. 
The mayor issued a proclamation closing all 
the saloons. An extra police force was puton 
duty. Meantime the clerk’s office was being 
barricaded and preparations for a siege made. 
In ashort time the attack was renewed by the 
Wilson men. Wilson was struck over the 
head by the son of Clerk Lock, and, it is tear- 
ed, fatally injured. Locb would have been 
lynched hed the crowd succeeded in gettin 
athim. The sheriff orgahized a possee and 
charged the courthouse, arresti number 
and taking possession of the building. Guards 
were placed, and all bight long pickets paced 
the courtheuse grounds. Soog after dark the 
opposing torces departed, and while 
a portion of them built bon- 
fires, around which they discussed 
the “war,” and the larger portion adjourned 
to thée-halls, where speeches were made on the 
legal aspect of the case. Lock’s taking-pos- 
session of the oflice, simply from a legal stand- 
point, has state interest.

hes not for some time been regarded as a rail 
mill, thirty-three per cent reduction in the rail 
mill demanded does not affect the wages of 
that class in other Bessemer plants. He 
contradicts emphatically the report 
that the Milwaukee Bag View iron 
mill lodge of the amalgamated association had 
senented 6 reduction without consulting with 
the general officer of this city. The reduction 
of wages there applies only to non-union 
workmen. A press dispatch from Milwaukee 
brings a similar denial frem Superintendent 
Parks and the association men. At these 
mills work was resumed this morning with an 
average reduction of 12 per cent., affecting 
about 500 men who are outside the amalga- 
mated association.

péa. poer, pitiable shifis that young 
> men are compelled to make in order to keep 
© body and soul together in the towns and 
| eities. To-day there is nota town or,city in 
_ the country in which there are not a number 
' of young men out of employment. An ad- 
» yertisement in Tue Constirvrion, under the 
iead of, “Young Man Wanted,” will bring 
undreds of replies, no matter what the 
‘oundg man is wanted for. There are thous 
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added to bvfore there ig a demand for more 
young meu in the cities and towns, 

It is true that there is always room for the 
right sort of young men, but the right sort 
cf young men possess that indescribable 
quality that commands success. There are 
comparatively few of them, and these few 
rush in, take hold and rise while the 
great majority of young men are hunting 
foremployment. The most successful men 
in Atlanta all came from the country. As 
Bill Arp says, they have no nails on their big 
toes, but the fact that they have succeeded 
here shows that they would have succeeded 
anywhere, They would have won conspicu- 
ous success on the farm as well as in com- 
mercial pursuits. The most successful men 
in every community in this country are 
those wh» were brought up on farm, or 
whose early years were spent in the country. 

It would be a great gain if the young men 
who are raised in town could get a taste of 
farm life. It has its troubles, its trials, and 
its tribulations, but the compensation for all 
of these lies in the independence of those 
who are really farmers. There are a great 
many men who manage to eke out a scanty 
livelihood on the farms, but these are not 
farmers. They are the unhappy souls who 
run alony in the old ruts and believe that 
credit is hetter than progress. 

The truth is, there is nothing substantial 
in this age of speculation. but farming, and 
eyen thet is not substantial if the farmer 
speculates with the guano men and commis- 
sion merchants. There is no real independ- 
enceaway from the farm. There may be 
more so-called luxury—as there certainly is 
more pretension in the city; but a farm 
rizhily managed, a homestead properly cared 
for, will provide more real comfort and more 
genuine enjoyment than are to be found jn 
all the cities of the world. 

Let the farmer boys come to the towns if 
they will, but if they have been properly 
managed—if their home has been what it 
should be—they will make haste to get back 
to the independence of the farm.

CONTESTING J. P’S. 


3 Se 
sUSTICE PITCHFORD TO CONTEST 
WITH MR. LANDRUM. 


He Thinks that His Opponent was Not Fairly Elec- 
tec, There Being More Votes Counted than 
Cast—The Registration Also Defeetive— 

What He Will Do—Etc., Bte. 


Yesterday Justice Daniel Pitchtord, who 
was defeated on Saturday by Mr. 8. H. Lan- 
drum, sent a notice to the governor to with- 
hold the commission of Mr. Landrum, as the 
election would be contested. 

A Constitution man called on Justice Pitch- 
ford and asked for a statement of the grounds 
on which the contest will be made. Justice 
Pitchford said: 


“In the first place the voters were restricted 


tothe registered list of voters for the county 
election. There was no law for such a proced- 
ing. The registration law does not apply to 
the justices of the peace,and if it did the list was 
illegal because the law says it shall be closed 
ten days before the election, and this list was 
kept open until six days before the election. 
Next I am going to contest on the ground that 
more votes were counted out than were cast 
and that a number of people voted under as- 
sumed names.” 

“‘Anything else?” 

“Yes, two barrooms were running in full 
blast right at the election, and it being a cold 
day tke people generally were all drunk 
That’s enough, ain’t it?” 

Notice has been * served on the 
the governor by F. M. Shaw. of 
Bartow county, that he will contest the elec- 
tion of 8S. M. Smith, in the 822d district. Shaw 
received 252 votes and Smith 253. 

B. F. Moreland will contest the election of 
E. H. Strickland in the 700th district of Troup 
county. Moreland received 44 votes and 
Stickland 49, and Moreland claimes that 14 of 
Strickland’s votes were illegal. 

N. M. Collins, of Griffin, telegraphs the gov- 
ernor to withhold the commissson of C. R. 
Jenkins, J. P., of the 1001st district, Spalding 
county, as the election will be contested. 

A. W. Cooker telegraphs from Savannah 
that he will contest the “so-called election” 
of W. H. Woodhouse of the fourth district, 
Chatham county. 

P. C. Waldrup sends notice of a contest in 
the 519th district of Bartow county. 

The contestants have thirty days to make 
their efforts at upsetting the announced re- 
sults. 

The only commission issued so far was to 
Justice Pool of the 1348th district of Fulton, 
and was issued yesterday. 


THE SUPREME COURT. 


Meets and Begins the Trial of Cases—On 
the Atlanta Circuit. 


The supreme court met yesterday morning, 
allthe judges present, and looking refreshed 
alter their short holiday. 

The court began work at once on the Atlan- 
ta circuit from which forty-eight cases have 
been sent up. 

The first case taken up was that of Nat Car- 
roll against the city. This is one of the noted 
water works suits. Mr. Carroll owned a piece of 
land on South river, about ten or eleven miles 
below the waterworks reservoir. In 1876 the 
Jand was overflowed, and Mr. Carfoll attribu- 
ted his Joss to the waterworks, and instituted 
suit. The case was tried before aa jury anda 
verdict rendered in favor of the city. Mr. 
Carroll carried the case to the supreme court 
and it was argued yesterday by Colonel T. P. 
Westmoreland and Colonel E. N. Boyles for 
the plaintiff in error, and City Attorney Ed 
Angier, Captain W. -¢ Newman 
ard Colonel P. 8. Mynatt for the city. Sev- 
ersl similar cases have already been decided 
by the supreme court in favor of the city. 

Atthe conclusion of the argument in that 
case the court went into the trial of the case 
of Mrs. Alfred Austell against James Swann 
et al., executors of the late General Alfred 
Austell. The question at issue refers 
to the widow’s dower, the allow- 
ance of interest -on the dower and 
also the question of what percentage of taxes 
on the property ought. to be charged up to 
Mrs. Austell as life tenant, and what part to 
the remainder of the estate. The question is 
an entirely new one in Georgia. When the 
hour for adjournment arrived Judge Hillyer 
was spesking for the plaintiff. Hopkins and 
Glenn are the leading counsel for the defense. 

Jt is supposed that the court will get through 
that case to-day, and may get into the Dowda 
kidnapping case from DeKalb. This is the 
case ofthe old gray haired school teacher 
who eloped with one of his pupils. He was 
charged with seduction, but convicted of kid- 
‘Lapping. 

Among the interesting cases that will ba 
tried are the following: A. J. McAlister, of 
Fulton, convicted of assault to murder: Louis 
B. Morel, convicted of forgery; Nathan Burke, 
the negro burglar who attempted to kill Cap- 
tain Couch; R. D. Bolton, convicted of assault 
to murder, and one or two others. 

The court is expected to deliver some deci- 
sions to-day.

At the conclusion of Mayor Goodwin’s ad- 
dress Mr. Dunning, the untiring member from 
the second ward, arose and said: 

‘May it please your honor, I now move that 
the eneral council of 1884 adjourn sine die.” 

The motion was put to the aes. and as 
Mayor Goodwin announced the |result, he 
dropped the gavel, stepped to one side and be- 
came ex-mayor of Atlanta. 

Mayor-elect Hillyer arose, advanced to the 
chair and with every eye in the house upon 
him began his inaugural. -. He said: 


Gentlemen of the New Council: The right gov- 
ernment of a city comes close home to the hearth- 
stones and the hearts of the people to devise what 
is good, and prevent what is evil. These call, not 
for words, but for works. Mindful that we are to 
be judged, not by what we promise, but by what 
we do, let no vain boastings have space in our 
counsels. 

Tbe problems of sanitation and sewerage, water 
supply and fire protection, the city debt, police, 
schools, streets, revenue, economy, the pnblic 
morality and peace; these, like the most impor- 
tant problems of business in private life, will press 
npon your attention. Tosolve them wisely and 
well is the service to which duty invites you. For 
some of these objects, good systems are already 
inaugurated by those who bave gone before you. 
Your part will be to build well npon their work, 
and with an honorable emulation go further and 
do betterifyoucan. Butas to others of these, 
such as sewerage, water supply and fire protection, 
new methods and radical changes are, in my 
judgment, demanded; and 1 shall have the honor 
atsome future time in an appropriate form of 
mersage, where more preparation and care can be 
hed than is here admissible, to submit some 
further recommendations in regard to them. 

These objects, together with much needed ex- 
tensions in the departments of schools, police, and 
streets, the morals and peace of the city, not for- 
getting relief and the poor, challenge all your 
wisdom to increase the revenues of the city, and 
all possible economy in its application. A den of 
vice is a public nuisamce, and a not over sensitive, 
but healthy public conscience dictates a 
firm policy of repression towards 
gambling, the social evil, and 
barrooms, especially those nurseries of idleness 
and crime located in the outskirts of the city,away 
from the police control. 

There are two things we need above all others, 
onethat we be wise and honest ourselves. the 
other, that the officers andjagents you choose to be 
the instruments of the law and your will are 
dutiful and honest. Public office isa public trust. 
We are under no temptation, let us hope, to make 
anything outof it ourselves, and certainly under 
no pledge to make anything out of it for candi- 
dates, contractors, or others. 

dhe public expects much of this general council, 
an expectation likely I fear to be in many re- 
spects disappointed. We have not reached any 
municipal millennium. Taxes will. be as high 
and as hard to pay asif other men werein your 
place; the public debt as heavy, and the service 
ofthe city costlyino matter who makes up its 
budget; but a good citizen feels agrieved, not one- 
tenth as much in paying the tax as he does in see- 
ing his money wasted after he has paid it. 

The public expects us to be honest in office. 
This expectation at least we need not disappoint. 
No man can be brave in a trust like this, unless his 
own hands are clean. Let each one of us be him- 
self above reproach, nothing for himself, nothing 
for partners, nothing for family, all, absolutely 
all, for duty and theecity, and let us hold all oth- 
ers to demand, of duty, with purposes of justice as 
relentless as fate. We will by this course make 
some enemies—a few, notmany. But what of that, 
when we aréright! There is magic in deing right, 
and in the power of example. If we 
do right ourselves, those who 
have business with the city, its officers and its 
employes will be less inclined to complain when 
we require them to do right. At any rate, they 
will have to put up with it whether they like it or 
not. Be assured, a just and discriminating public 
opinion, and more than all, our own consciences 
will applaud our course. 

At the conclusion of Mayor-elect Hillyer’s 
address Judge Tanner advanced to his side 
and handing him a Bible administered the 
oath of office. Mayor-elect Hillyer grasped 
the Bible in his right hand and holding it high 
above his head, in a deep, fervent, reverential 
tone said: 

“I do solemnly swear that I will discharge 
the duties of the oflice of mayor to the best of 
my ability.’ 

Every one present was deeply impressed 
with the manner in which the gentleman re- 
peated the oath, and as his band fell he was 
mayor of Atlanta, duly elected and properly 


inducted into oflice. 

Mayor Hillyer instructed the clerk to call 
the roll of the general council of 1855. There 
were responses from all except Mr. Van Win- 
kle. Aldermen Cooper, Gramling and Hutch- 
ison then took the oath of 
office, and assumed the three 
vueant chaifs in the aldermanic 
board. Then Messrs. Middlebrook, Garrett, 
Beatie, May, Rice and Kirkpatrick were 
sworn in and took the chairs in their respec- 
tive wards made vacant by Measrs.. Gray, 
Dunning, Day, Haiman and Cooper. 

Mayor Hillyer ennounced the body ready 
for business. Mr. Cooper was the first mem- 
ber to secure the floor, ghd in a neat speech 
complimentary to Mr. Mecaslin, nominated 
that gentleman for mayor pro tem. Every 
member voted for Mr. Mecaslin, who appro- 
priately returned his thanks. 

Messrs. John T. Grant, W. L. Hubbard and 
L. B. Neleon were nominated for street com- 
‘missioners. On the second ballot Mr* Grant 
received nine votes and Mr. Hubbard seven. 

Dr. J. B. Baird and Mr. F. P. Rice were re- 
elected members of the board of health. 

Colonel George W. Adair was re-elected a 
member of the board of water commissioners.
